Can a Believer Ever Be Lost? 


It has been announced that 


I will speak to you on a sub- 


ject which has occasioned a good deal of controversy among 
the people of God. I want to take as a starting-point — not 
exactly as a text, because we shall be looking at a good many 
scriptures — Romans 8:38, 39: “For I am persuaded that 
neither death, nor life, nor angels, nor principalities, nor 
powers, nor things present, nor things to come, nor height, 
nor depth, nor any other creature, shall be able to separate 
us from the love of God, which is in Christ Jesus our Lord.” 
This is the inspired answer to the question’of verse 35: “Who 
shall separate us from the love of Christ?” That is, once we 
are Christians, once we know the love of Christ, once we have 
been justified by faith, who is there, what power is there, 
that can separate from the love of Christ? And the answer, 
how full, how clear, not a shadow, not a doubt, not a ques- 


tion left, when the apostle says that neither death nor life | 
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shall separate! Can you think of anything which is neither | 
included in death nor in life? Neither death nor life shall

Then, no unseen powers can a | 


arate the believer from Christ, 
“Neither angels, nor principalities, 
nor powers.”’ These terms are used 
again and again in the New Testa- 


ment, particularly in the Epistles, | 


for angelic hosts, good and evil. 
When our Saviour rose from the 
dead He spoiled principalities and 
powers, that is, He defeated all 
the hosts of evil led by Satan; 
and so we ‘thay take it that the an- 
gels referred to here are good an- 
gels, and the principalities and 
powers are possibly evil angels. 
But there is nothing that good an- 
gels would do, and nothing that 
evil angels can do, which will ‘re- 
sult in the separation of the be- 
liever from Christ. And then fur- 
ther, he says; “Neither things pres- 
ent nor things to come.” Again 
let me put the question, Can you 
think of any experience through 
which a believer might ever go 
which is neither a thing present 
nor a thing to come? And the Ho- 


ly Ghost says that neither things | 


present nor things to come shall 
be able to separate us from the 
love of Christ. As though that were 
not enough, He speaks in a more 
general way when He says that 
neither “height nor depth (nothing 
in heaven, nothing in hell), nor 
any other created thing, shall be 
able to separate us from the love 
of God, which is in Christ Jesus 
our Lord.” It looks to me as though 
we are pretty safe if we are be- 
lievers in the Lord Jesus Christ. 


Eternal Security: Its Meaning 
When we speak ff the eternal 


| security of the believer, what do 


we mean? We mean that once a 
poor sinner has been regenerated 
by the Word and the Spirit of God, 
once he hag received a new life 
and a new nature, has been made 
partaker of the divine nature, once 
he has been justified from every 
charge before the throne of God, 
it is absolutely impossible that 
that man should ever again be a 
lost soul. Having said that, let me 


‘| say what we do not mean when we 
spéak of the eternal security of the 


believer. We do not mean that it 
necessarily follows that if one pro- 
fesses to be saved, if he comes out 
to the front in a meeting, shakes 
the preacher’s hand, and says he 
accepts the Lord Jesus Christ as 
his Saviour, that that person is 
eternally safe, It does not mean 
that if one joins a church or makes

a profession of faith, is baptized, 
becomes a communicant, takes an 
interest in Christian work, that 
that person is forever secure. It 
does not mean that because one 
manifests certain gifts and exer- 
cises these gifts in Christian tes- 
timony, that that person is nec- 
essarily eternally secure. , 


Our Lord Jesus Christ said to 
the people of His day, as recorded 
in Matthew 7:21-23: “Not every 
one that saith unto Me, Lord, Lord, 
shall enter into the kingdom of 
heaven; but he that doeth the will 
of My Father which is in heaven. 
Many will say to Me in that day, 
Lord, Lord, have we not prophesied 
in Thy name? and in Thy name 
have cast out devils? and in Thy 
name done many wonderful works? 
And then will I profess unto them, 
I never knew you: depart from 
Me, ye that work iniquity.” Such 
people then may have been very 
active in what is called Christian 
work — they have preached, they 
have cast out demons, that is, their 
influence has been such that men 
and women have found deliverance 
from satanic power through their 
ministrations in the name of Je- 
sus, they have professed with their 
lips, they have accomplished many 
wonderful works, but they. are

ing to the people of France, which, 
if heeded, undoubtedly would have 
saved their country from humilia- 
tion and defeat in 1940. He said, 
“Alcoholism, under: the indifferent 
eyes of the authorities, is indeed 
destroying our nation, . . I Sol- 
emnly affirm that from now on one 
might inscribe on the windows of 
all public houses in France these 
fateful words, ‘The Eyd of 
France’ ’. 


You all remember the words of 
General Petain after the recent 
conquest of France. “Our soldiers 
were drunk and would not fight. 
Since the victory of World War I 
the spirit of pleasure, of riotous 
living and drinking, has prevailed 
over the spirit of sacrifice.” It has 
been said that 18 per cent of the 
French soldiers from the Maginot 
Line were in hospitals suffering 
from delirium tremens at the time 
of the invasion. As General Petain 
admitted, “Alcoholism was the’ 
chief cause of the French Armies’ 
moral collapse and the worst of 
France’s four greatest problems.” 


Before France fell she had 477,- 
000 drink shops, Today the United 
States has more than four hundred 
thousand saloons, Will America 
wake up and destroy this fifth 
columnist within her borders? Our 
soldiers, sailors, and airmen should 
be given the best, and protected 
from the worst. The beer given our 
boys contains 3 and .2 per cent 
alcohol, but the American Medical 
Association declares that alcohol 
is a poison inherently, absolutely, 
essentially in a drop or in a gill, 
in a pint or in a gallon, in all 
quantities- and in every quality it 


is a poison. Alcohol will kill any-|. 


thing alive and will preserve any- 
thing that is dead. 


Drink Ruining America 


Alcohol cuts down youth in its 
prime; manhood in its strength; 
and age in its weakness. Alcohol 
fosters quarrels and _ cherishes 
riots. It crowds penitentiaries and 
furnishes victims for the scaffolds. 
Alcohol makes men _ bleary-eyed, 
jittery-nerved, undependable. It 
will do this for our boys in the 
army and navy. America, take 
heed. Outlaw John Barleycorn! The 
Liquor bill of the United States 
of America for the year 1941 would 
have built eight thousand cargo 
vessels. 


The liquor induatey of the United 
States sank the equivalent of 213 
boatloads of grain, 207. boatloads 
of fruit, and 13 boatloads of sugar 
in the manufacture of alcoholic 
beverages. Said W. C. Moffitt, “We 
are virtually being drowned in 
drink.” From.April 1933 to August 
31, 1941, or one hundred and one 
months of repeal witnessed the con- 
sumption of thirteen billion, nine 
hundred and twenty-four million, 
eight hundred and seventy-one 
thousand, two hundred and ninety- 
seven gallons of legalized alcoholic 
drinks by the American people at 
a cost of twenty-three billion, three, 
hundred and eighty-six million, five 
hundred and twenty-six thousand 
dollars. In addition it is estimated 
that approximately three billion 
gallons of illegal whiskey were 
sold surreptitously during the sev- 
en year period, Federal agents av- 
eraged twenty-five thousand ar- 
rests a year for violation of the 
liquor laws and destroyed one 
thousand stills a month while the 
Treasury Department and the li- 
quor interests unite in bewailing 
the enormous increase in the il- 
licit trade. So, you see, the repeal 
of Prohibition didn’t do away with 
the bootlegger according to these 
statistics. ' 


There are now more than four 
hundred thousand saloons and bars 
with a brass rail in. America, to 
say nothing of three hundred thou- 
sand other establishments where 
legalized liquor ig sold, or four 


times the number that there were} 


before Prohibition. There are two 
saloons to every church; three sa- 
loons to every school; one saloon 
to every seventy-five families in 
America; one saloon to every fifty- 
one of our youth between the ages 
of 16 to 24, says the American 
Business Men’s Foundation. Says 


the New York Times, “The old sa-|- 
loon had its faults, but at the worst 


there never was any chance that 
you would have to fight your way 
through schoolgirls to get to the 
bar.’In the old days, it was come 
nome; dear Falnene come home with 
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me now. Today it is come home, 
dear daughter. 

Said Bishop Edgar Lake of De- 
troit, “The saloon hag returned in 
forms a thousand fold more vic- 
ious and destructive than in the 


days of unrestricted freedom. The]. 


beer gardens, the cocktail, lounge, 
the night clubs, the wayside broth- 
els have arisen in our midst to de- 
bauch our youth. Never have we 
witnessed such drunkenness. Never 
has our American womanhood fall- 
en so low as since repeal. The 
Federal Penitentiaries are filled 
with its criminals. Respectable 
people shunned the old saloons; 
today it is popular to drink cock- 
tails with their alcoholic base: 


The brewer’s digest had this to 
say concerning beer in the Army 
camps. “Here is a chance for brew- 
ers to cultivate a taste for beer in 
millions of young men who will 
eventually constitute the largest 
beer-consuming section of our pop- 
ulation.” All the booze in the world 
is not worth one mother’s tears. 


Four hundred and seventy-four 
million gallons of distilled spirits 
were produced in 1941. This is 100,- 
000,000 gallons more than in 1940. 
The manufacture of beer and ale 
should be added to these figures. 
Also, for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1941, there were produced 
five million, one hundred eighty 
thousand and ninety-nine gallons 
of gin. Endeavor to comprehend 
the true meaning of these figures 
in terms of decreased efficiency, 
of human wreckage, of wasted 
war materials! Think of the trans- 
portation involved in delivering 
these products to consumers when 
railroad and truck space is so prec- 
ious. Can we afford to let liquor 
products enjoy this priority? 


Can.-We Afford the Cost? 


Last year the people of the Uni- 
ted States of America paid two 
billion, five hundred million dol- 
lars for public education, and dur- 
ing the same period paid three 
billion, three hundred thousand 
dollars for liquor. In other words, 
they paid about eight hundred mil- 
lion dollars more for drink than 
for education. 


Said Evangeline Booth, 
has drained more blood; hung more 
crepe, sold more homes; plunged 
more people into bankruptcy; armed 
more villians; slain more children; 
snapped more wedding rings; de- 
filed more innocence; blinded more 
eyes; twisted more limbs; de- 
throned more reason; wrecked 
more manhood; dishonored more 
womanhood; broken more hearts; 


blasted more lives; driven more to: 


suicide; and dug more graves than 
any other poison scourge that ever 
sent its death-dealing waves across 
the: world.” 


Alcohol strips the individual and 
the Nation on a prodigious scale. 
Before repeal the cost of arrests 
in Los Angeles was eight hundred 
and thirty-six thousand dollars per 
year. Now it is two million, threc 
hundred and sixty-thousand a year. 


Vice-President Henry A, Wal- 
lace, speaking before the National 
Nutritional Conference in Wash- 
ington, D. C., May 26, 1941, said: 
“At least three-fourths of the peo- 
ple of the United States do not 
have what can be called good diets 
by any reasonable standards. At 
least forty millions are suffering 
from very bad diets,’

Pay for one or more. submarines, 
Completely train some 600 military 

- pilots at. $15,000 each. 
Manufacture 180,000 Garand rifles 
at, $50,00 each.

Any individual, city, state, or 
country endorsing and legalizing 
the manfacture and sale of intox- 
icating liquor sooner or later will 
reap the consequences for taking 
such a stand on this very impor- 
tant question. 


Read this story and never again 
be guilty of allowing your influence 
for such a gigantic evil to be felt 
in this direction. 


“Prisoner at the bar, have you 
anything to say why the sentence 
of death shall not be passed upon 
you?” 

A solemn hush. fell over the 
crowded court-room and every per- 
son waited in almost breathless 
expectation for an answer to the 
judge’s question.

Truthful witnesses have tes- 
tified to the fact that I was a loaf- 
er, a drunkard, and a wretch; that 
I returned from one of my pro- 
longed debauches and fired the fa- 
tal shot that killed the wife I had 
sworn to love, cherish and protect. 
While I have no remembrance of 
committing the fatal deed, I have 
yno right to complain or to. con- 
demn the verdict of the twelve 
good men who have acted as jury 
in the case, for their verdict is in 
accordance with the evidence. 


“But may it please the court, I 
wish to show that I am nct alone 
responsible for the murder of my 
wife!” 

This startling statement created 
a tremendous sensation. The judge 
leaned over the desk, the lawyers 
wheeled around and faced the pris- 
oner in amazement, while the spec- 
tators could hardly suppress their 
intense excitement. The prisoner 
paused a few seconds, and then 
continued in the same firm, distinct 
voice. 


“I repeat, your honor, that IT am 
not the ‘only one quilty of the mur- 
der of my wife. The judge on this 
bench, the jury in the box, the law- 
yers within this bar, and most of 
the witnesses, including the pastor 
of the old church, are also guilty 
before Almighty God, and will have 
to stand before his judgment 
throne, where we shall be righ- 
teously judged. 


“Had it not been for the saloons 
of my town, I should never have 
become a drunkard; my wife would 
not have been murdered; I should 
not be here now, ready to be hurled 
into eternity. Had it not been for 
these human traps, I should have 
been a sober man, an industrious 
workman, a tender father and a 
loving -husband. But today my 
home is destroyed, my wife mur- 
dered, my little children — God 
bless care for them! — cast 
out on the mercy of the world, 
while I am to be hanged by the 
strong arm of the state. 
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“i individual freedom.” - 

OUR LAWS are founded upon the 
Bible; our morality, friendliness, 
honesty, freedom and justice are 
derived from it. Where the Bible 
is neglected these — gradually 
disappear. 


(Witness the aggressor nations 
and those whose disgrace and 
downfall have preceded them). Our 
laws demand “freedom of religion,” 
i.e, that everyone may worship God 
according to the dictates of his own 
conscience. ‘But the makers of 
those laws are being betrayed to- 
day by national enemies who in- 
terpret the “‘separation of Church 
and State” to mean the destruction 
of both by sweeping away the 
very foundation on which they are 
built.

But we are told in 
‘the tenth chapter of Hebrews that 
when the Lord Jesus Christ came 
into the world and offered Him-

™  ## fect of His sacrifice was eternal. 
"a Verse 14 makes this clear: “For 
“ one offering He hath perfected 
"| for ever them that are sanctified.” 
™  #Ferfected for how long? “Oh,” 
Says somebody, “as long as they 
are faithful.” No, that is not what 
it says, ‘He hath perfected for ev- 
er.’ Why? Because the sacrifice 
is all-efficacious. 


HS I am sure my brethren who deny 
_ the doctrine of the eternal security 
- Of the believer do not realize that 
' in so doing 'they are putting a 
- slight upon the finished work of 
Christ, they are reducing the sacri- 
fice of Christ practically to the 
level of the offerings of bulls and 
goats in the Old Testament dis- 
pensation. I am sure they do not 
- mean to do that, for they love 

their Lord just as truly as, I trust 
I love Him, and they do not want 
=. 0 dishonor , Him. But they are 
® afraid that this doctrine will lead 
® people to be careless about their 
_ lives, and therefore they stress the 
' possibility of a man losing his sal- 
vation after he has once been jus- 
tified by faith. But they do not pur- 
sue that to its logical conclusion, 
they do not see that it is a prac- 
tical denial of the finished work 
of our Lord Jesug Christ. We are 
Saved eternally because the sacri- 
fice of Christ abides. 


. When I came to the Lord Jesus 
Christ and put my trust in Him, 
not only were all my sins up to 
the day of my conversion forgiven, 
but all my sins were put away for 
eternity. When a young Christian, 
I’ was taught something like this: 
I thought when I was converted 
that all my Sins, from the time 
“— of dawning accountability up to 
*— that night when I put my trust in 
» the Lord Jesus, were put away, and 
» now God had given me a new start, 
' and if I could only keep the record 
clean to the end of my life, I 
- would get to heaven; but if I did 
© not keep it clean, I ceased to be 
' a Christian and I had to get con- 
' verted all over again. Every time 
this happened the past was under 
the blood, but I had to keep the 
record clean for the future. What 
a God-dishonoring view of the 
atonement of Christ that is! If 
only those of my sins that were 
committed up to the moment of my 
conversion were put away by the 
atoning blood of Jesus, what possi- 
> bly way would there be by which 
» sins I have confessed after that 
» could be dealt with? The only 
_ ground on which God could forgive 
_ Sins is that Jesus settled for all 
- ‘upon the*cross, and when I trust 
- Him, all that He has done goes 
3 down to my account. 


What of Future Sins? 


- A lady came to me one day and 
» gaid, “I do not get you there. I 
can quite understand that Christ 

_ died for the sins I committed up 
to the night of my. cdnversion, but 
- do you mean to tell me — Christ 


‘She looked puzzled for a mo- 
ent, and then the light broke in, 
1d she said, “How foolish I have 
sen! Of course they were all fu- 
re when Jesus died for me. I 
had not committed any of them.” 
- God saw all your sins, and He 
la ud upon Jesus all your iniquity, 
‘and therefore, when you trusted 
m, you were justified freely from 
: » Do you say, “Does it 
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liever sins?’’ That is another ques- 
tion, and it would take a whole 
evening to go into that, but here 
is the point — the moment you 
trust the Lord Jesus as your Sav- 
iour, your responsibility as a sin- 
ner having to do with the God of 
judgment is ended for eternity, but 
that same moment your responsi-' 
bility as a child having to do with 
a Father in heaven begins. Now 
if as a child you should sin against 
your Father, God will have to deal 
with you about that, but as a Fa- 
ther and not as a Judge. That is 
a line of truth that stands by it- 
self, and does not contradict what 
I am now teaching. It explains 
some. things that bewilder people 
when this doctrine is brought be- 
fore them. 


The Spirit's Perseverance 


In the second place, we base the 
doctrine of the eternal security of 
the believer upon the perseverance 
and omnipotent power of the Ho- 
ly Spirit of God. Look at the first 
chapter of the Epistle to the Phil- 
ippians. Writing to these saints, 
the apostle says, when he thanks 
them for their fellowship in the 
gospel from the first day until 
now, “Being confident of this very 
thing, that He which hath begun 
a good work in you will perform 
it until the day of Jesus Christ.” 
Do you see that? Who began the 
good work in you if you are a be- 
liever in the Lord Jesus? The Ho- 
ly Spirit of God. It was He who 
convicted you of sin, it was He. 
who led you to put your trust in 
Christ, it was He who through the 
Word gave you the witness that 
you were saved, it is He who has 
been conforming you to Christ 
Since you first trusted the Lord 
Jesus. Having thus taken you up 
in grace, the Holy Spirit has a 
definite purpose in view. He is go- 
ing eventually to conform you ful- 
ly to the image of the Lord Je- 
sus Christ, and He never begins 
a work that He does not intend 
to finish. ‘Being confident of this 
very thing, that He which hath 
begun a good work in you will 
perform it until the day of Jesus 
Christ.” If when you were a poor 
sinner the Holy Spirit had power 
sufficient to break down your op- 
position to God and to bring to an 
end your unbelief and rebellion, do 
you think for one moment that 
He does not have power enough 
to subdue your will as a believer 
and to carry on to completion the 
work that He began? 


People say, “I see you believe 
in that old Baptist doctrine of 
‘Once in grace, always in grace.’ ”’ 
Or another says, “I understand you 
hold that old Presbyterian idea of 
‘The final perseverance of the 
saints.’ I do not know why this 
should be called either Baptist or 
Presbyterian, only tothe extent 
that Baptists and Presbyterians 
agree with the Book, and the Word 
of God clearly shows that once God 
takes us up in grace nothing ean 
separate us from the love of Christ, 
so that evidently the expression, 
“Onee in grace, always in grace,’ 
is a perfectly correct one. But, on 
the other hand, I am not so en- 
thusiastic about the other expres- 
sion, “The perseverance of the 
saints.” What I believe in, and 
what the Word of God clearly 
teaches, is the perseverance of the 
Holy Spirit. When He begins a 
work, He never gives up until it 


is completed. That is our confi- 


dence, 
Experience and—Faith 


Forty-three years ago the Spirit 
of God in grace led me to trust 
the Lord Jesus Christ. I have had 
many ups-and-downs since then, as 
the old folks used to sing in a 
colored camp meeting Ivattended: 


‘I am sometimes up and 
sometimes down, - 
But still my soul am heav- 
enly bound.” . 


I have had varied experiences, 
but the wonderful thing. is this, 
the Holy Spirit of God has never 
given me up; and if at times I have 
been wayward and wilful and did 
not immediately bow before God 
and eee of my waywardness and 
| ess, then I found I had to 
come under the rod, my Father’s 
rod, and He whipped me into sub- 
jection until I came to the place 
where I was ready to confess my 
failure and be restored to fellow- 
en with Him. But I was just as 


‘good whipping as I was when the 


fellowship. Your child does not 
cease to be your child when you 
have him over your knee and are 
using the slipper on him. It is be- 
cause he is your child, and because 
you want him to-grow up to be a 
well-behaved boy, that you do that. 
And so we believe in the persever- 
ance of the Holy Spirit of God, 
that having begun the work He 
will carry it on to completion. 


New Creation 


In the third place, we base the 
doctrine of the eternal security of 
the believer upon the fact of the 
new creation. In the fifth chapter 
of second Corinthians, verse sev- 
enteen, we read: “Therefore if any 
man be in Christ, he is a new 
creature: old things are passed 
away; behold, all things are be- 
come new.” That verse may be ren- 
dered like this, “Therefore if any 
man be in Christ, this is new crea- 
tion; oldthings have passedaway, and 
all ‘things have become new.” 


What do we mean by new crea- 
tion? Just this: we were once in 
the place of death, ‘we were once 
utterly lost and ruined. How did 
we get there? Follow me now. It 
was not by any act of our own. Do 
you say, “I did not get into the 
place of spiritual death by any act 


you say, “I was not lost because 
of any act of my own?” No, you 
were not. But why were you num- 
bered among the lost? Because you 
were porn into the world a mem- 
ber of the old creation of which 
Adam the first was the head, and 
every child of Adam’s race comes 
into the world lost and is under 
sentence of death. And so we read 
in this same chapter in verse 14, 
“The love of Christ constraineth 
us; because we thus judge, that if 
One died for all; then were all 
dead.”’ 


The Two Adams 


Let me try to make that clear. 
Here is Adam the first, the head 
of the old creation, and he was 
placed on trial in the Garden of 
Eden. The entire world was repre- 
sented in him — you were repre- 
sented in him, I was represented 
in‘ him. As the Spirit of God says 
of Levi, “He was yet in the loins 
of hig father, when Melchisedec 
met him” (Heb. 7:10), so we, every 
one of us, were represented there 
in Adam when the old creation was 
on trial. Adam failed, and God 
said, “In the day thou eatest there- 
of, dying thou shalt die.” As a re- 
sult of that failure the old crea- 
tion fell down in death, and every 
person that has ever been born in 
the world since that time was born 
down there; no one has been born 
up here, where Adam the first 
started, except our Lord Jesus 
Christ, and His birth was a super- 
natural one. Therefore, as members 
of the old creation we were all 
dead, all lost; but now see what 
happened, Our Lord Jesus Christ 
came into the world — the written 
Word here speaks of Him as the 
living Word — and He stood on 
this plane of sinlessness. 
was created sinless but fell; Jesus 
came, the sinless One, conceived of 
the Holy Ghost, born of a virgin 
mother, but He saw men down 
there in death, and at the cross 
He went down into death, down 
to where man was, and came up 
in grace from death. But He did 
not come up alone, for God has 
quickened us together with Christ, 
so that all who believe in Him are 
brought up from that place of 
death; and as at one time we were 
made partakers of Adam’s race 
so now we are made partakers of 
a new creation. What does God do 
for us now? Does He put us where. 
Adam was before and say, “Now 
behave yourselves. and you won’t 
die again?” No, He puts us up 
higher than Adam could ever have 
gone except by a new and divine 
creation. “He hath raised us up 
together, and made us sit together 
in heavenly places in Christ Je- 
sus” (Eph. 2:6), and because we 
belong to this new creation we can 
never be lost. You were lost be- 
cause the head of the old creation 
failed, and you went down with 
him, You can never be, lost unless 
the Head of the new creation falls, | 
and if He does you will go down 
with Him. But thank God, He re-

seized with a dreadful fear that 
some day he might commit some 
great sin and lose his soul, that 
he might be lost after all, and he 
trembled at the thought. He went 
to a meeting and heard the words 
read, “Ye are dead, and your life 
is hid with Christ in God.” “Glory 
to God!” shouted Pat; “whoever 
heard of a man drowning with his 
head that high above water?’”’ We 
are linked with Him, we belong 
to the new creation, and that is 
why we shall never be lost. 


Eternal Life Possessed Now 
In the last place, we rest the 


‘truth of the doctrine of the eter- 


nal security of the believer upon 
the fact that the believer is the 
present possessor of eternal life. 
It is not merely that if we are 
faithful to the end we shall re- 
ceive.eternal life. There is a sense 
in which that is true, there is a 
sense in which our hope is eternal 


life. I am a Christian now if I 


believe on the Lord Jesus Christ; 
believing on Him I have eternal 
life, but I have it in a dying body, 
I am now waiting for the redemp- 
tion of the body, and when the 
Lord Jesus comes the second time 
He shall change this body of my 
humiliation and make it like unto 
the body of His glory. Then I shall 
have received eternal life in all its 
fulness, spirit, soul, and body en- 
tirely conformed to Christ. In that 
sense I am hoping for eternal life. 
But over, and over, and over again, 
Scripture rings the changes on the 
fact that every believer is at the 
present time in possession of eter- 
nal life. “As Moses lifted up the 
serpent in the wilderness, even so 
must the Son of Man be lifted up; 
that whosoever believeth in Him 
should not perish, but have eternal 
life” (John 3:14, 15). Adam’s life 
was forfeitable life, he lost his life 
because of sin. Eternal life is non- 
forfeitable life, otherwise it would 
not be eternal. ‘For God so loved 
the world, that He gave His only 
begotten Son, that whosoever be- 
lieveth in Him should not perish, 
but have everlasting life’ (John 3: 
16). Everlasting life is life that 
lasts forever, and we have it now. 
“He that believeth on the Son hath 
everlasting life: and he that believ- 
eth not the Son shall not see life; 
but the wrath of God abideth on 
him” (John 3:36). “Verily, verily, 
I say unto you, He that heareth 
My word, and believeth qn Him 
that sent Me, hath everlasting. life, 
and shall not come into condemna- 
tion; but is passed from death unto 
life’ (John 5:24). | 


His Sheep Follow Him 


I have purposely left this point 
until last because people generaly 
take it for granted it will be the 
first passage used in taking up 
this subject. In John 10, reading 
from verse 27, we are told, “My 
sheep hear My voice, and I know 
them, and they follow Me.” No- 
tice these three things. It matters 
not what profession a man makes, 
if he does not hear the voice of 
the Son of God he is not a Chris- 
tian, and therefore the Saviour 
does not know him as His own. 
No matter what profession he may 
make, if he does not follow the 
Lord Jesus Christ he is only a 
sham and a fraud and a hypocrite. 
He may follow for.a little while 
outwardly, like those of whom the 
apostle Peter speaks who walk in 
the way of righteousness and then 
turn from it. “But it is happened 
unto them according to the true 
proverb, The dog is turned to his 
own vomit again; and the sow that 
was washed to her wallowing in the 
mire” (2 Pet. 2:22). If that dog 
had ever been regenerated and be- 
come a sheep, if that sow had ever 
been changed and become a lamb, 
neither would; have gone back to 
the filth; but you see, the dog was 
always a dog, and the sow was al- 
ways a sow. They were just white- 
washed, not washed white, they 
were never regenerated, and so 


| went back to the old things. But

mative, but in Greek it only streng- 
thens a declaration, “They shall 
never, no, ‘never, perish.’’ It is im- 
possible, it is unthinkable, that one 
who has eternal life shall ever per- 
ish. “My Father, which gave them 
Me, is greater than all; and no 
man is able to pluck them out of 
My Father’s hand.” Here I am, a 
poor lost sinner, but the Lord in 
grace picks Me up and saves me, 
and I am in His hand. And now 
the Father puts His hand around 
too, and I am in the hand of the 
Father and of the Son, and the dev- 
il himselfcannot getme unless he can 
loosen those hands. Could you think 
of any greater security than to be 
in the hands of the Father and of 
the Son? “Never perish” — ‘‘eter- 
nal life’ — what wondrous Avords 
are these! Do not be afraid of 
God’s truth, As well be afraid of 
the beginning of the gospel that 
God can freely forgive and justify ' 
a guilty sinner by faith in the 
Lord Jesus Christ. People try to 
put guards around that truth and 
say, “Yes, you are justified by 
faith if you have enough good 
works to add to it.” That is not 
true; it is by faith alone, and good 
works spring from that. When you 
know you have eternal life, you 
will find your heart so filled with 
love to Christ that you will try 
to live for His Glory. 


Objections 


There will be certain passages 
coming up ih. the minds of differ- 


ent ones, and they will say, “What : 


he has said may sound logical 
enough, but what about this scrip- 
ture and that?” Let me say, there 
is no possible scripture that will 
come to your mind that the pres- 
ent speaker has not considered 
carefully over and over again. I 
have not time in one address to : 
go into all these, but I can assure : 
you that having examined them 
all with the greatest degree of 
care, [havenever been abletofindone 
that can set aside this: “Neither 
death, nor life, nor angels, nor 
principalities, nor powers; nor 
things present, nor things to come, 
nor height, nor depth, nor any 
other creature, shall be able to sep- 
arate us from the love of God, 
which is in Christ Jesus our Lord.” 
If you have a clear, definite, posi- 
tive scripture, do not allow some 
passage that is perplexing, that is 
difficult of interpretation; that 
seems somewhat ambiguous, to 
keep you from believing the posi- 
tive statement, ‘“He that believeth 
hath everlasting life.” It is because 
I have a salvation like this to offer 
to men, it is because God has sent 
me to proclaim a salvation like 
this to sinners, that I have confi- 
dence in inviting people to comé 
to Jesus, for I know if they get 
in living touch with my Saviour 
He will make them His forever.
